Lonpow, Aug. 2#4.—A dispatch from Berlin 
says that the arrival of the Kaiser has been 
followed by unusual activity in the War 
Office and by instructions to strengthen the 
garrisons in Alsace-Lorgine, and all along 
the frontier. The Kaiser is said, on semi- 
eta! authority, to be ofthe opinion that 
France is in a frame of mind that may lead at 
any time to war; that the people of France 
are so stirredup by the evidence of Russian 
sympathy and friendship that they are likely 
at any moment to insult Germany in 
a way that would, of necessity, 
be followed dy war. The French 
sentinels on the Alsace frontier have of late 
become very arrogant in their treatment of 
Germans who cross the line, and refuse 
sometimes even to look at passports, driving 
the Germans back at the point of the bayonet. 
A similar disposition has been displayed re- 
cently among the French customs officers, 
and all the conduct of the French points to a 
willingness to provoke a crisis by the mal- 
treatment of German subjects. As for the 
Kaiser, it is said he would sooner fight while 
Lord Salisbury is in power in England, as he 
feels that he has nothing to hope for from a 

Liberal cabinet.

HARDSHIPS OF THE NEW REGULATIONS UPON 
/SHIP OWNERS—OVERAWING PEASANTS. 

Lonpoxn, Aug. 24.—The British Consul at 
Odessa, reporting the notice that all rye- 
laden steamers that have not left that port 
before 4 o’clock Wednesday afternoon must 
discharge, adds that vessels wili suffer a se- 
rious loss where bills of lading are delivered 
for rye before cargoes of other grain can be 
completed, and that the masters will refuse 
to discharge their cargoes. Lord Salisbury 
has instructed Sir Robert Morier, British 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg, to inquire 
into the matter and represent to the Russian 
Government the hardship the new regula- 
tions will inflict upon ship owners.

St. PETERSBURG, Aug. 24.—The operation of 
the recent imperial ukase prohibiting the ex- 
portation of rye from Russia after Aug. 27 has 
been extended to Finland.

AUSTRIA’S MILITARY MANEUVERS. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM TO BE THE GUEST OF 
FRANCIS JOSEPH. 

ViIewNa, Aug. . — The military maneuvers 
areto begin next Saturday and last until 
Sept. 9. The Emperor will be present, and 
the Emperor Francis Joseph will entertain 
the German Emperorand the Kings of Sax- 
ony and Roumania at the Chateau of Baron 
Widmann. The Hungarian infantry and artil- 
lery will maneuver from Sept. 14 to 18, 
and later there will be cavalry 
maneuvers. The Austrians keep a 
keen observation of the military movements 
of Russia, which now has a vast force of in- 
fantry and five divisions of rifies, in addition 
to numerous frontier guards designed for the 
invasion of Eastern Gallicia. and to interfere 
with Austrian mobilization in the event of 
war. Austria is not in a financial condition 
to rival the military preparations of Russia, 
but the army is to be increased as the 
revenues will permit.

Brrssers, Aug. 24.—A communication in 
cipher has been received here from Stanley 
Falls, which indicates that Emin Pasha has 
been wonderfully successful in his operations 
in Africa. According to this dispatch Emin 
Pasha was, at the time the message was 
sent, residing at Wadelai, after having in- 
flicted a most serious and thorough defeat 
upon the Dervishes. As a result of this bat- 
tle Emin Pasha captured 6,000 tusks of ivory 
and a quantity of ammunition, arms and 
stores of many descriptions.

THE CROPS. 


Favorable Reports From the Northwest— 
Big Wheat Receipts. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 24.—The Tribune 
this morning prints specials covering Minne- 
sota, North and South Dakota, Wisconsin 
and also Western Iowa. The district par- 
ticularly covered is the wheat flelds of Minne- 
sotaandthe Dakotas and the reports are 
most encouraging. Generally speaking, very 
little damage has been done to wheat. Where 
there has been any it isin scattered sections 
and to only late sown wheat, the early sown 
being outofthe way. Taking all together, 
the frost damage is not enough to make any 
aifference in the size of the crop or the grade 
of the grain. What is still more encourag- 
ing, a warm wave is following the late 
cold visitor and other damage is not prob- 
able. What damage was done was mainly 
to corn and garden truck and this damage is 
confined to scattered sections. In South 
Dakota serious damage to corn and late 
wheat and flax was done at Aberdeen, Cham- 
berlain and Andover; at Watertown corn 
suffered; in Minnesota nodamage to speak 
of was done and from all points rising tem- 
perature was reported last night. 

There was frost at Winnipeg and no re- 
ports of damage have been received at that 
point. Frost is feared in parts of Wisconsin, 
but the tobacco and cranberry {crop alone 
could be injured, all the others being safely 
out of the way. 


THE PEACH CROP TOO BIG. 
EasTox, Md., Aug. 24.—The peach business 
this year isa bigger failure than last year, 
when there was very little crop. The trouble 
this year is that there ig too big a crop and 
prices are away down. Many growers have 
become disgusted with the business and are 
digging up their orchards and carting away 
the trees. The local canning houses are 
buying peaches as low as Scents a basket, 
and had to refuse offered invoices at that 
price because of the lack of labor to handle 
them. 


KANSAS CITY'S WHEAT RECEIPTS. 

Kaneas City, Mo., Aug. 24.—The receipts of 
wheat at this point within the past few weeks 
have been very large. The receipts 
to-day are reported at 687 cars, 
which is the greatest number of cars of wheat 
ever received in one day. The largest num 
ber received in one day heretofore was 610 
cars in 1882. The Chicago & Alton Rallroad 
bas refused to take any more grain, as 
its elevators are filled.

SCARCITY OF HELP. 


The Man Narrowly Escapes Lynching— 
Relatives and Friends of the Victims 
at the Ruins Day end Night—Twenty- 
Five Bodies Recovered-—Storm Dam- 
age on the Reading Boad—A Schooner 
and Passengers in Danger. 


New Tonk, Aug. A.- The work of delving 
for the dead in the ruingin Park place con- 
tinued uninterrupted through the night, ex- 
cept at the times when the rain poured down 
in such torrents as to render labor beneath it 
impossible. Except at these times also, the 
fire linesat either end of the block were 
lined with waiting friends or relatives of the 
missing. When they were driven from the 
street by the rain they sought shelterin the 
doorways of buildings, or wherever protec- 
tion might be found, Dut as soon as it 
ceased their weary and mournful 
vigil was resumed. Ats: B o'clock there was 
a bustle of excitement among the workmen 
that instantly communicated itself to the 
eager watchers at the fire lines. Another 
body had been found. It was that ofa man 
and lay beside the tangle of presses at No. 70. 
It was; burned and unrecognizable, unless 
identity may be discloséd by the fragments of 
clothing that but partly covered it. Work 
again wenton unmarked by incident until 
7:40 o’clock this morning, when a second 
body was found, also that of a man, near the 
spot whete the first was discovered. Five 
minutes later a third body of a man was 
found in nearly the same place. 

MORE VICTIMS. 

Hardly had this been done when the body of 
another man was found, but it lay beneath a 
heavy press, and it will be impossible to re- 
move it untila derrick is obtained to hoist 
the press from the ruins. Almost simultane- 
ously the discovery ofa fifth body—making 
twenty-one in all—was made among the brick 
and paper at No. 74. It was that of a large 
man, but, although the face was visibie, it 
was, like the others exhumed, umrecogniza- 
ble. At 9 o’clock the Italian laborers 
were still at work wing the bricks 
that buried the dody and hin- 
dered its removal. From daylight on 
the crowd of spectators at the 
fire lines gradually increased and at 9 o’clock 
a densely packea throng filled every spot 
that commanded the slightest view of the 
blackened ruins. 

At the office of boiler inspection, at Police 
Headquarters, to-day it was stated that ac- 
cording to the records there the Taylor Bulld- 
ing had no steam botiers of any kind, nor had 
there been any there for several years past. 
The steam power used in it was supplied 
from outside sources. 

One of the bodies recovered this morning is 
believed to be that of of John Steinke of Ho- 
boken. At 10:10 o’clock the body found at 8 
o’ clock pinned down beneath a press was re- 
moved. In order to release it, tackle em- 
ployed in hoisting safes was secured and fas- 
tened to a telegraph pole and thento the 
press. Withit the press was raised sum 
ciently to permit of the removal of the body. 
It was that of a man about 
18 or 2 years of age. About ten 
minutes later the body of another young man 
or boy was found almost directly beneath the 
spot from which the last mentioned had been 
removed. It was identified as that of Ernest 
H. Shaddock of Brooklyn, who was employed 
by Leibler & Mass. He was 16 years old. 

AGHOUL CAPTURED. 

Just before these two bodies were taken 

from the ruins a crowd of people standing on 


the steps of the building opposite the wreck 
saw one of the Italians working in the ruins 


stoop over the body of one of the 
victims and take something out 
of the vest pocket. They shouted 


to the police and a boy ran across 
the street and told Policeman Sweeney of 
the Ninth District, who arrested the Italian. 
He was compelled to show what he had in his 
pockets, and the first thing he pulled out was 
a silver watch which he admitted he had 
„picked up. He was taken to the Second 
Precinct Station House, followed by a mob, 
many of whom shouted, ‘‘Lynch him, lynch 
him. From the police station the Italian 
was taken to the Tombs Police Court. 
There he gave his name as Rosso Savano. 
He said he intended to give the watch to his 


compound fracture of the skull, is stillat 
Chambers Street Hospital, where his skull 
was trepanned. The surgeons say he is doing 
well and have hopes of his recovery. 

Mary Heagany, the 9-year-old girl who was 
on the sidewalk when the Taylor building 
fell and was buried under four feet of bricks, 
but was rescued alive, is also at Chambers 
Street Hospital still. She suffers froma 
larcerated wound of the scalp, a contusion of 
the eye and fractured ribs. She is doing well 
and it is said she will recover. 

THE QUESTION OF INSURANCE. 

Another complication is added to-day to 
the situation at the Park place disaster. 
It now looks as if the Board of 
Fire Underwriters’ theory that the fire 
companies are not liable for any of the dam- 
ages, either to the building or to the stock in 
the frail structure, would be insisted upon 
in the courts. At least such is the 
position taken by Secretary William 
Randell of the Board of Fire Underwriters 
when seen to-day. In view of this state of 
facts Secretary Randell issued a call fora 
meeting of the board this morning. A clause 
of the regular policy which provides for this 
particular case reads as follows: 

If the 9 or any part thereof fall. exceptas a 
result of fire, all insurance this policy on such 
building and contents shall end. 

So the very contract under which the 
fire insurance policy is issued makes 
null and void all claims for insurance 
for the heavy losses in the fearful 
disaster. There is still another clause in all 
policies which provides that the fire insur- 
ance companies shall not be. Ha- 
ble for any damages In cases of 
explosion. It was to consider the clauses 
and their application to the Park place col- 
lapse that the meeting of the fire 
underwriters was called to-day. Only two 
members of the board appeared and the con- 
sideration of the matter was postponed until 
a es of the board could be brought to- 
gether. 


NO TRAINS RUNNING. 


GREAT DAMAGE ON THE READING ROAD BY LAST 
NIGHT’S STORM. 

READING, Pa., Aug. 24.—On account of last 
night’s storm no trains are running on the 
Lebanon Valley branch of the Reading Rall- 
road. Near Wernersville on this branch just 
after the engine of a freight train passed 
over a culvert in safety the culvert 
was washed away and the entire 
train of ten cars plunged into the culvert and 
were washed away. August Kohn, a tramp 
stealing a ride, had a leg broken and his arm 
injured. Over one-third of a mile of track 
was washedaway. A passenger 


Gritztown on the Reading & 
Columbia Rallroad, between Reading and 
Laucaster, was washed away, and no trains 
are running between those points to-day. 
The wires on the Reading & Columbia Di- 
vision are down and communication west, 
south of Sinking Spring, this county, has 
been cut off. A temporary telegraph 
office has been opened at the scene of 
the wreck and a large force of employes were 
put to work this morning clearing away the 
wreckage and repairing the damage. Pas- 
sengers from Harrisburg and the Western 
mails were sent through Auburn this morn- 
ing. There were several slight washouts be- 
tween Reading and Allentown, but the dam 
age was soon repaired. At Mohnsville this 
county eight, dams, each half an acre to an 
acre in length, were washed away, and the 
hat factories and mills will be unable to re- 
sume until the dam’s breasts have been re- 
bullt. This will take at least three 
weeks. The bridge and piers

HE TELLS OF TWO YEARS SPENT ON 
THE UPPER YUKON. 


The Government Work Ended, the l4lst 


Parallel Established, the Alaskan 
Northeastern Boundary Line Defined 
and Camp Davidson Abandoned—A 


Fascinating Story. 


Dr. W. v. Kingsbury, the surgeon of the 
United States Coast and Goedetic Survey 
party organized to definitely estab- 
lish the northeastern boundary of Alaska, 
arrived in St. Louis yesterday mosming after 
an absence of over two years. During all 
that time Dr. Kingsbury, togetber with Sur- 
veyor John E. McGrath, the com- 
mander of the expedition, and 
also a St. Louisan, has, with 
the little Government party of ten men all 

told, been buried in the 

solitudes of Camp

Those letters, 

received by St. Louis friends, were published 

at great length in the Post-DImIsPpaTcH, and 

contained deeply interesting accounts of their 

Arctic experiences in the l4lst parallel. where 
Camp Davidson is located. 

DR. KINGSBURY'’S WELCOME HOME. 

Young Dr. Kingsbury’s arrival in st. Louis 
has been eagerly awaited by his host 
of friends here, it being known that 
he had left Camp Davidson and 
finally reached San Francisco some weeks 
ago. Yesterday morning he was met on 
arrival by a welcoming party of his old com- 
rades, and since that time has had his time 
occupied to the fullest receiving congratula- 
tions upon his safe return bome. His first 
visit, however, was to his relatives ‘residing 
in St. Louis, where, amidst the joy attending 
his return was mingled the sad feature of 
hearing the full particulars of the death of 
his father, which occurred during the young 
surgeon's two years’ life in Alaska. 

Dr. Kingsbury was seen this morning bya 
Post-DIsPaTcu reporter inthe office of Dr. 
Ohmann-Dumesnil, one of his warmest 
St. Louis friends, and willingly consented to 
tell the story of his Alaskan experiences end- 
inginthe final completion of the Govern- 
ment boundary work, the breaking up of 
Camp Davidson and the young physician’s 
return to St. Louis, the firstof the party to 
reach the pleasures and comforts of civil- 
ized life. When Dr. Kingsbury left st. 
Louis two years ago he was a slender young 
fellow, not weighing more than 10 pounds, 
and rather pale of face and delicate 
in appearance. He returns broadened out 
into a vigorous figure, with features showing 
the results of Arctic exposure, and appar- 
ently in every way strengthened by his ad- 
venturous two years’ sojourn in the Arctic 
Circle. 

DR. KINGSRURY'S ALASKAN STORY. 

‘‘Ileft Camp Davidson on June 2, said 
Dr. Kingsbury. ‘‘All the work for which 
we had been sent into Alaska was 
then finished, and the camp was 
being broken up. McGrath will 
not return for some time yet, as he intended 
waiting at Camp Davidson for a few days for 
clear weather, when he could get some 
‘time sights’ to finish his final observations. 
After he leaves Camp Davidson he will stop 
at Fort Yukon to check up some work he did 
there two years ago, and will then proceed 
to St. Michael's and from there to San Fran- 
cisco, which point he will reach about Oct, 
15 next. 

made the 2,000-mile trip from Fort Da- 
vidson down the Upper Yukon and Yukon 
Rivers to St. Michael's in the little steamer 
Yukon, and was nine days making the trip. 
From St. Michaels I traveled in the steam 
ship St. Paul to Ounalaska, leaving St. 
Michael's July 9, and arriving at Ounalaska 
four days later. There 1 met many 
officers of the United States men- 
of-war stationed there, and had 
a good time with them for several days. It 
was my first taste of civilized life for two 
years and I tell you I enjoyed it. I left onna 
laska on the steamship st. Paul for San Fran- 
cisco on July % and the only point we 
stopped at was the island of Unga, where the 
manager of the gold mines located 
on that island came aboard. We ar- 
rived in San Francisco on July 80 
and 1 remained there until I 
started for the trip across the continent to 
St. Louls. Yes, altogether it was a good long 
stretch of travel, and I am glad to get home 
and rest up. 

THE EXPEDITION SUCCESSFUL. 

in the opinion of the leaders of the two 
Government survey parties sent into Alaska, 
the result of the work has been most satis- 
factory. As you know, the object 
of the expedition had been to definitely 
establish the north-western boundaries of 
Alaska, about{which there was a difference of 
British and American official opinion. Lieut. 
Frenerick Schwatka had made a ‘running’ 
survey along the Mist parallel for this gov- 
ernment and Surveyor Ogilvie for the British 
government, but there was a difference of 
three miles in their establishment of 
the northeastern boundary line. Our 
camp was situated at the inter- 
section of the léist Parallel with 
the Yukon River, and the result of Mr. Mc- 
Grath's work has®een to confirm the Ogilvie 
survey, which gives the United States three 
miles more territory along the Northwestern 
boundary line of Alaska than it was supposed 
tohave. Of course it will require a long time 
for McGrath to get his official report ready, 
ana it will probably not be made for two years 


following his return to the States. Ithink he 


will remain probably two weeks in San Fran- 
cisco, two weeks in St. Louis, and then pro- 
ceed to Washington under orders from the 
Government, where he will at once go to 
work on his report.

SOME ADVENTUROUS EXPERIENCES.

Our second year’s 
supplies came safely to hand in August, 1890, 
ane 60 the paneed Gad on yoarst Ss camp 


see any natives at all, but last winter six or 
seven families settled near the camp and 
from them we obtained our supplies of fresh 
meat. That consisted of rabbits, grouse, 
spruce hens and ptarmigans, with some- 
times a deer as an extra piece of good luck. 

Were the winters regular Arctic seasons? 
Well I should say so. The thermometer 
reached as low a point as 6 5-10 deg. 
below zero, we would have no daylight to 
speak of for three months from December to 
the latter part of February, and for three 
weeks of that time the sun did not put in an 
appearance at all. It was genuine artic night 
for those three weeks, and that’s as dismal 
an experience as one could wish to undergo. 
As for clothing, however, we wore 
just ordinary heavy winter woolen gar- 
ments while in camp, and it was only when 
we made the snow-shoe and dog- ge trips 
to Forty-Mile that we would have to wear 
fur clothing. We made several of those 
trips to Forty-Mile and established a trav- 
erse-line between there and Camp Davidson. 
We also made trips to Forty-Mile Creek, 
where the mining camps were located. 
During the past winter we received a visit 
from the officers of the Frank Teske Alaska 
Exploration party, who spent several days at 
our camp. 

THE DEGRADED ‘‘CHINOOK.’’ 

„The Alaskan native, or ‘‘Chinook’’ is the 
most worthless and degraded human being 
on the face of the earth, I believe, judging 
from the camp near us. They are the laziest 
beggars in the world, and would swindle you 
out of everything you had if you paid any at- 
tention tothem. The women are as bad, if 
not worse, than the men, and such a 
thing as morality is not known. to 
a ‘Chinook.’ They are but very little above 
the animal, and altogether are about the 
most repulsive specimens of the human race 
that could be found. But we secured many 
interesting Chinook relics from those who 
visited us, and had considerable fun out of 
them besides. 

**Life in camp was necessarily monotonous. 
We took meteorological observations 
three times daily, from Aug. 
19, 1889, to June 22, 1891, 
but besides this scientific work and the 
records of surveys, there was nothing to be 
done in the way of business. In addition to 
the definite establishment of the ldlst 
meridian, however, and the establishment of 
the northeastern boundary of Alaska, as 
stated, we secured a splendid and most valu- 
able collection of Alaskan small animals, 
birds, insects and flowers, the prepared 
specimens of which have been sent to 
the Smithsonian Institute at Washington, 
D. O. Ihave also a une collection of bDilue- 
print views of Alaskan scenery, camp-pic- 
tures, etc., reaching a total of several hun- 
dred in number, which I shipped from San 
Francisco by freight, but which have not yet 
arrived here, The scenery on the Upper 
Yukon is particularly wild and grand, but is 
also fearfully desolate, and at Camp David- 
son was one of as utter solitude as though it 
had been in another world. 

THE GOLD STRIKE. 

**All Alaska is now at fever heat over the 
discovery of gold in the placer mines on the 
Upper Yukon. There has been no quartz gold 
found, but old miners who have worked in 
the California and South Africa mines tell me 
thatthe Alaska ‘strike’ is the richest they 
have ever seen. The country along the Upper 
Yukon ts fast filling up with people who have 
the gold fever, and the miners 
already these are so excited with the 
prospects of fortune that they will not leave 
the flelds even to buy their supplies. In my 
opinion Alaska is going to prove one of the 
richest mineral possessions of this country. 
We had occasional visits from the miners of 


Forty-Mile Creek at our camp, and they 
would talk of nothing but the gold strike, 
and were all crazy to get to their work in the 
creek. 

FAREWELL TO CAMP DAVIDSON. 

„Our whole party has left Camp Davidson 
by this time, and as a Government post it will 
be abandoned, but it will probably remain an 
astronomical station. As I stated, the camp 
is situated atthe exact intersection of the 
Mist meridian with the Yukan Kiver and is 
invaluable as a point from which to 
make observations. As our home for two 
years, I shall always look back on it 
as the scene of the most interesting 
experience of my life and one that I would 
not part with, but honestly, if I had the offer 
to duplicate that experience now, I should 
decline with thanks. Twothousand miles in 
the interior of Alaska is farther away from 
civilized life thanl ever want to get again 
tor a two years term. We all return in good 
health and fortunately without losing one 
member of our party, so that we are 
luckier than perhaps 99 out of 100 such 
expeditions could hope to De, but for all that 
Idon’t think McGrath or any Others of the 
party bade farewell to Camp Davidson with a 
heavy heart. Why, my dear sir, from Aug. 
19, 1889, to June 22, 1891, I only heard from st. 
Louls twice. Our camp might have been 
wiped out of exisistence and you wouldn’t 
have heard of it for a year. I metat St. 
Michael's one member of our party 
who had left camp and started 
for the States a year before. 
He had missed the steamer from St. Michael's, 
and so had to stay at St. Michaels all year to 
catch the next one. That’s a little too far 
out of the line of travel to suit me as a steady 
thing. I am heartily glad to get back

THE SCARS FOUND. 


Murderer Almy’s Identity as Ex-Con- 
vict Abbott Finally Established. 


HIS BACK SHOWS TRACES OF THE dun- 
SHOT WOUND INFLICTED IN 1880. 


A Discharged Employe Attempts to Mur- 
der His Former Employer—Butchered 
His Father—Robbed of Her Diamonds— 
A Lunatic Murders His Mother—Other 
Crimes. 


Hanover, N. H., Aug. 24.—The identity of 
Almy as George H. Abbott, the ex-convict, 
was satisfactorily and finally established this 
morning. The position in which the murder- 
er's broken leg has forced him to lie, has 
prevented an examination of his back for the 
scars of the buckshot wounds received in his 
battle with the officers on Thetford Mountain 
in 1880. While his cot was being freshened up 
he was turned over so far on his side as to re- 
vealhis back whereon were plainly seen the 
unmistakable traces of gunshot wounds. 


THE SHELBYVILLE LYNCHING, 


RELATIVES AND FRIENDS OF DESPERADO HAWE- 
INS THREATEN VENGEANCE. 


SHELBYVILLE, Ind., Aug. 24.—Excitement 
over the shooting of Don Bruce, City Mar- 
shal of this place, by Charles Hawkins, and 
the lynching of the desperado, full particu- 
lars of which were given in the SunpaY Post- 
DISPaTCH, continues. Hawkins belonged to 
a desperate family and his friends swear ven- 
gence. The first break on the part of any of 
them is expected to result in another lynch- 
ing. 

Hawkins’ father, mother, son and wife 
yesterday visited the undertaker’s where the 
body was lying. The aged mother bent over 
her dead son and kissed his lips, murmuring, 
Oh, my dear son! how could they be so 
heartiess as to kill my boy. 

Hawkins’ widow created a scene when she 
was allowed to see the body. She had sat in 
a buggy and witnessed her husband shooting 
Bruce and never stirred. Hawkins killed the 
Marshal of Tipton several years ago and 
served a term in the penitentiary. His 
brother, Babe, also a desperado, is said 
to be in town swearing he will avenge his 
brother’s death. He is said to be looking for 
Constable Johnson and others who are said 
to have been in the mob. Any act of violence 
on his part will doubtless be met with sum- 
mary punishment. 

Public opinion would seem to justify the 
action of the mob, though regretting that 
the law had been ignored. Hundreds viewed 
the body of Hawkins at the undertaker’s yes- 
terday, andan equally large humber visited 
the home of Bruce to learn his condition. 
All day yesterday he hovered between life 
and death. Last night he gave indications 
of improving. 


HE MUST BE CRAZY. 


SENSATIONAL ATTEMPT OF A DISCHARGED EM- 
PLOYE TO KILL HIS OLD EMPLOYER. 

DULUTH, Minn., Aug. 24.—This morning a 
discharged employe ofthe Lake Superior El- 
evator Co. ofthis city attempted to shoot 
George Rupley, General Manager of that 
company. This man, Anderson, was 
crazy. He went to Rupley, pointed at the 
speculator on the board, and said: It Is 
about time this thing was stopped, and 
pulled a revolver. Rupley grabbed it and 
the man was unarmed and arrested. Ander- 
son had before this been attempting to sell

ED SHORTS DEATH. 


— — 


Colored People Indulge in a Sunday Fre che Man Who Had Sworn to Shoot 


Judge Botkin of Kansas 


KILLED BY A DESPERADO WHOM HE HAD 
MADE PRISONER. 


Thrilling Encounter Between the Fron- 
tiersman and One of the Dalton Gang— 
Both Men Fall Dead-—Ghort’s Career 
and His Connection With the Hugoton 
Tragedies—A Friend of Oel, Sam 
Woods. 


WicniTa, Kan., Aug. 24.—Saturday night 
Deputy United States Marshal Ed Short cap- 
tured Charley Bryant, one of the famous 
Dalton gang, at Hennessey, Okla. 

Yesterday he took his prisoner aboard the 
Rock Island train at Hennessey, Okla,, to 
take him to Wichita. He placed the hand- 
cuffed prisoner in the baggage car, 
going outside to guard against 
any attempt to rescue him. He 
left a revolver with the baggage 
master for protection and the baggageman’s 
carelessness is responsible for the subsequent 
tragedy. He laid the revolver down on the 
safe in the car and Bryant soon secured it, 
As the train was slowing up for Waukomis 
he opened the door of the car. Short was 
standing on the platform of the smoker with 
a Winchester rife in his hands. Bryant 
quickly raised the revolver and fired, the ball 
going through Short’s body. Short returned 
the fire with his rifle. 

Both men recetved their death wounds in 
the first two shots, but both kept on firing. 
Bryant emptied the six chambers of his 4 
and Short fired eight shots from his Winches- 
ter. The ends of both cars were riddled with 
bullets. Jonn Dobson, a prominent druggist 
from El Reno, was sitting in the front end of 
the smoker, when one of the ballets crashed 
through the window, striking him in the arm, 
passing completely through. it, Dut luckily 
just missing the bones and arteries. Bryant 
was the first man to drop, and he fell head- 
foremost down the steps. Short caught him 
by the leg and held him with his head almost 
touching the ground. He called to the con- 
ductor, and when he got to him he said: ‘‘I 
have got him, Jim, and he has got me. The 
prisoner was dead when picked up from the 
platform and carried into the car. 

Short died in ten minutes. 


SHORT’S RECORD. 


ONE OF THE NOTED CHARACTERS OF WESTERN 
KANSAS. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 24.—The stories which 
the dispatches from Kingfisher tell ofthe 
killing of Ed 8. Short will be read with joy by 
Judge Theodore Botkin, Judge of the 
Third Judicial Circuit, whose life the 
desperado had threatened to take on 
sight. Ed Short’s career is part of the his- 
tory of Kansas. He wasa character on the 
frontier of this State. When lawlessness 
reigned supreme in Dodge City, Woods- 
dale, Hugoton, Pratt Center and other South- 
western points, he was feared, consequently 
respected. Short had killed his man in 
Texas before he ever landed in Kansas. He 
was the life-long friend of Sam Wood 
and the bitter enemy of Sam Robinson, who 
escaped punishment for killing Sheriff Cross 
and party in No-Man’s-Land by being sent 
to the penitentiary in Colorado for robbing a 
post-office. . 

Short was the typical Western dude. His 
sombrero was always the finest money could 
purchase. His spurs weretipped with gold 
and his saddle represented the price of a fine 
horse. He would frequently come to Topeka, 
at which time he would discard his Western 
suit and appear on the streets dressed in the 
latest out. But his home was on the frontier 
and when Southwestern Kansas gave evi- 
dence of a rapid approach to civilization he 
determined to leave. 

The opening of Oklahoma provided oppor- 
tunity and Short was onits border the day 
the Territory was opened to settlement. By 
some means he always managed to be an offi- 
cer of some kind. He was marshal in nearly 
every one of the wild Western towns, and in 
Oklahoma he was made Deputy United States 
Marshal. Short was implicated inthe Cross 
murder by reason of his connection with the 
Woodsdale faction. The whole affair grew 
out of a warrant which was placed in Short’s 
hands while Marshal of Woodsdale to serve 
on Sam Bobinson, the marshal of Hugoton. 
Robinson fled to No-Man’s-Land and Short, 
with a posse, pursued him. Cross and posse 
wentto the assistance of Short, and while 
sleeping near a hay stack Robinson with his 
crowd came upon them and murdered the 
whole party. 

Since the killing of Col. Wood and the re- 
celpt of the threatening note by Judge Bot- 
kin, Ed Short’s name has found its way into 
the metropolitan papers and by many peo- 
ple he has been confounded with Luke Short, 
the race-course habitue, who also has a 
record in Kansas. But they are different 
men. Luke is a shooter also, and a man of 
great daring. 

It has always been the boast of Ed that he 
would die as became a frontiersman—with 
his boots on—and his wish has been gratified. 
Personally, outside of the partisan warfare 
in which he has so long been a central fi 
in Kansas, Ed Short wasa quiet, unobtrusive 
man, always ready to oblige a friend, no 
matter at what cost of rsonal discomfort. 
But for his enemies his gun was always on 
hair trigger. 


The threat against Judge Botkin’s life 
made by Short grew out of the fact that at 
the trial of Brennan, who killed I. Sam 
Wood, Short’s friend, on June 29 —

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1 BLOODY CONFLICT. 


The Government of Nicaragua Puts 
Down a Revolutionary Outbreak. 


SEVEN MEN KILLED OUTRIGHT AND 
MANY WOUNDED AT GRANADA. 


The Chief of Police Among the Slain—Ar- 
rest of Several ofthe Rebel Leaders—A 
Number of Battles Between the Con- 
tending Forces in Chili—The Stolen 
Million. 


GRANADA, Nicaragua, Aug. 24.—A desperate 
cht occurred here yesterday in which the 
chief of Police and six men were killed and 
many others wounded. There has been more 
or less friction in the country for some time 
and it was feared that a revolutionary move- 
ment was on foot. The Government had 
made all the overtures to the Opposition 
which it thought conbistent with its dignity 
and safety, but they had been declined. 
Then it was decided to take measures 
which would prevent a possible attempt at 
rebellion. In pursuance of this policy 
orders were issued to arrest Gen. Zeavala, 
Anselmo Rivas and Enrique Guzman. This 
order was executed yesterday morning. As 
den as the men were arrested and before 
they were got to the prison a number of their 
partisans got together and made a desperate 
attempt to rescue them. A volley was fired 
intothe guards which wounded several of 
them and killed the Chief of Police. The 
guards returned the fire with fatal effect. 
The Government was fully prepared for just 
such a situation and reinforcements were im- 
mediately sent to the beleaguered guards. 
With the reinforcements, short work was 
made of the friends of the man under arrest 
and the streets were quickly cleared, not, 


however, until several interchanges of 
shots had taken place, tn which, 
as above stated, six men were 


killed outright and fully fifty were more or 
s wounded. After order had been restored 
the streets were patrolled by bodies of troops 
and last night all was quiet. Zeavilla, Rivas 
and Guzman were sent to Managua in charge 
a guard sufficient to render hopeless any 
possible attempt at rescue.

THE SONS OF VETERANS. ;’ 


The Annual Encampment Being Held at 
Minneapolis, Minn. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 2%4.—The tenth 


annual encampment of the Sons of Veterans’ 


began in this city to-day with about 5,000 
members of the order in attendance. This 
includes besides the 500 members of the grand 
commandery, which is the executive body, a 


large number of visiting camps who come ta 


participate in the competitive drill. The 


oficial train bearing Commander-in-Chief | 


Webb and his staff arrived this morning 
over the Minneapolis 4 St. Louis road. The 
commandery begins its season at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. Commander Webb furnishes 
the following statistics in advance from his 
annual address: 

During the year 26,423 members have been 
taken in; 552new camps with 10,3230 members 
were mustered in. The actual membership 
of the order to-day is quite 150,000. The order, 
founded in 1881, was first officially recognized 
in August, 1889. by the Grand Army of the Re- 
public and has since grown very rapidly. Mr. 
Webb outlined as the most important busi- 
ness to come before the commandery at this 
session certain proposed changes in the ritual 
and constitution. The age limit for members 
will be raised from 18 to 21. Then the mil- 
itary feature of the order will be di- 
vorced from the civic features so that 
it will bear about the same relation to the 
work of the order that the military degree of 
the Knights of Pythias does to the subordi- 
nate lodge. This step, it is believed, will 
greatly aid in popularizing the order. 

The active camps now in the city and to 

come will be quartered in tents at Minnehaha 
Falls, near the State Soldiers’ Home. This 
has been christened Camp Webb and is 
already largely populated. The command- 
ery will be in session in Morgan Post (G. A. 
R.) Hallall the week. 
One of the matters to come before the com- 
mandery and that Is likely to provoke a live- 
ly discussion is the demandof Col. W. 8. 
Payne of Fostoria, O., for re-instatement. 
Payne was commander-in-chief in 1886, but 
was dishonorably discharged tor misuse of the 
order’s funds. This decree was approved 
by court-martial, which met in Indianapolis 
last April, and Payne now appeals to the 
Grand Commandery. He avers that he 
invested the order’s funds in real 
estate, but says he did 80 de- 
cause it was safer than a bank. Then 
when the money, $1,647.48, was demanded he 
could not convert the property quickly. He 
says he offered to give bond when elected, 
but thts was declined. He had been re-in- 
stated once before the court martial dis- 
charged him dishonorably and had been 
elected Captain of his local camp. 

The Grand Commandery was called to order 
shortly after 2 0’clock this afternoon. Mayor 
Winston made an address of welcome which 
was responded to by Commander-in-Chief 
Leland J. Webb of Kansas. The Commandery 
then went into executive session for the rest 
of the afternoon. The principal business 
was the reception of annual reports.

HES THERIGHT MAN 


Roberts Fully Identified as the Colum- 
bus Grove Bandit. 


THE PRISONER'S PARENTS WILL TRY TO 
PROVE AN ALIBI. 


Cashier Maples Positive That the Robber 
Has Been Run Down—An Attempt to 
FVeign Insanity—A Talk With the Sus- 
pect—History of the Bold Orime of 
Aug. 7. 


OTTAWA, O., Aug. 24.—James H. Roberts, 
the supposed Columbus Grove murderer, ar- 
rived here at 20’clock this morning in charge 
of Marshal Faith of New Washington and 
Deputy Sheriff Reuve of Ottawa. Not over 
a score of people were present 
when the train arrived and the prisoner 
was quietly taken to the jail and 
locked up. There are many strangers in 
town but there is no excitement and all talk 
of lynching is simply nonsense. Mr. and 
Mrs. Jacob Roberts of Auburndale, a suburb 
of Toledo, parents of the prisoner, are here 
and both are certain they can prove an alibi. 
The prisoner is either stark mad or 
is playing the insanity dodge. Your 
correspondent had an interview with the 
prisoner during which the latter talked in a 
rambling and incoherent manner, and 
segmed to be afraid that he would be strung 
up. He raved about being charged with 250 
pounds of electricity and acted as if he was 
insane. 

Do you know Mr. Maple?“ 
spondent asked. 

es, I think I have seen him somewhere, 
but I don’t know where.’’ 

Did you ever see him 
Grove?’’ 

No, I think not; I was never in Columbus 

Grove. 
_ Roberts wears a different suit of clothes 
from that which he is said to have worn when 
the murder was committed. He admits hav- 
ing changed his clothes with some fellow 
whose name he does not remember. Roberts’ 
mother asserts that he was in Toledo on the 
7th, 8th and 9th of this month, and claims to 
have several witnesses to substantiate this 
assertion. 

Cashier Maple of the Columbus Grave bank 
was among those who came over on the noon 
train. He is positive that Roberts is the 
man. Mr. Crawford, the hardware man who 
sold the alleged murderer the revolver, is also 
positive of his identity. 

Cashier Maple again identified the prisoner 
while having his photograph taken. ‘‘He 1s 
the man, he said confidently. ‘‘He has 
shaved off his mustache and wore different 
clothes. Iwaskept busy watching the aim 
of the gun atthe time he was in the bank. 
but Iam positive he is the same man. 

The preliminary examination will take 
place Wednesday or Thursday. 


The story of thecaptureof Roberts was 
cally told in yesterday’s Post-DisPaTcu and 
had few sensational features. But the crime 
of the man has had few parallels in the crim- 
inal annals of the country. Ats oOo'clock in 
the morning of Aug. 7, when Cashier 
Maples and one assistant were 
alone in the Third National Bank, a 
youthful looking tramp walked up to the 
wicket of the cashier’s desk and at the point 
ofa revolver demanded that the official hand 
out all the money in sight. The cashier 
thought at first it was a practical joke on the 
part of some acquaintance and told the ban- 
dit to blaze away. He did so and Mr. Maple 
received two bullet wounds, one in the side 
and the other in the arm. Realizing that it was 
a life and death affair, the cashier secured a 
— lying under his desk and fired twice at 

is assailant, but missed him. At this point 
Farmer Vandemark entered the bank and the 
bandit shot him, the wound proving fatal in 
a few hours. Thecashier and his assistant 
had, in the mean time, fied into the cellar- 
way, and, after firing at Mr. Vande- 
mark, the robber finding himself 
alone walked behind the counter and 
grabbing all the money he could see, about 
$1,300, ran tothe door and fied by an alley- 
way to the country.

BOUNTIES FOR FOREIGN CAPITALISTS. 


The Temescal or San Jacinto tin mines 
in California are owned and operated by a 
company whose office is in London and 
whose officers are subjects of Queen Vic- 
TORIA, not one of them being a resident of 
this country. 

They announce to the world that the ore 
of their California mines yields 10 per cent 
of metallic tin, while the average yield of 
the Cornwall ores is but 1. 2 per cent; that 
they can pay California wages and produce 
metallic tin at a cost of $125 and sell it 
now in this country at $475 per ton while 
metallic tin is on the free list. They de- 
clare further that their Cajaleco mine 
from which they are now selling tin 
can be operated at a yearly profit of 
$2,100,000, or nearly double the total profit 
of all the tin mines of Cornwall. They are 
selling their mining stock to English capi- 
talists on the assurance that free tin can- 
not prevent them from collecting a profit 
of 280 per cent from the tin eonsumers of 
the United States. 

Yet the McKinley tariff provides that, on 
and after July 1, 1893, a duty of 4centsa 
pound on metallic tin shall compel our 
consumers to pay these foreign capitaiists 
$555 a ton for tin instead of §475—in other 
words, that their profit shall be $430 in- 
stead of $850 per ton, or 344 percent instead 
of 280. 

The company estimates the yield of the 
Cajalco lode alone at 6,000 tons of metallic 
tin per annum, costing 750, 000 and selling 
at the free trade price for $2,850,000. Sup- 
posing that the labor of this country gets 
all of the $750,000 and pays the §2,850,000 
for the tin we consume, we see that Amer- 
ican labor is out just $2,100,000, which 
goes abroad as profit for foreign investors 
in this mining operation. Yetthe McKin- 
ley tariff ordains that this profit for the 
foreign capitalist shall be increased to 
$2,580,000 at the expense of American labor 
after July 1, 1898. This is a sample of the 
protection labor gets from that tariff.

PROHIBITION AND LAW. 

In his opening campaign speech Gov. 
Bolm remarked that the prohibition law 
of Iowa was educating a community of 
lawbreakers. This is one of the strongest 
arguments, if not the strongest, which can 
be produced against all prohibitory legis- 
lation. A law which is notobserved and 
obeyed is in reality no law atall, for no act 
of the Legislature is worthy to be called a 
law unless it voices the settled conviction 
and will of the people. In fact, the act is 
itself merely the register and pubiication 
of such public will and derives all its real 
validity from the popular wish which is its 
If an act is passed in the 
heat of prejudice or in response to a noisy 
and factitious demand which has no root 
in conviction, it cannot be enforced. It 
cannot be enforced because in the last 
analysis it is not law. 

Morality cannot be fostered by manda- 
tory legislation, for the true center of its 
development is in the individual and that 
righteousness by act of the Legislature is a 
shallow dream is amply proved by the his- 
tory of such paternal! legislation. If the 
inward disposition toward good conduct 
does not prevail, or if the community is 
not agreed upon its convictions, any code 
prescribed by the so-called law-making 
power, finding no popular response, will 
fall flat and be met with neglect or defi- 
ance, and if such a policy be persisted in 
the consequence can be no other than the 
utter destruction of civic morality. No 
proof of these propositions will be needed 
by those who have grasped the real mean- 
ing of democracy and realize what is 
meant by individual liberty. 

In referring the matter to the localities 
Gov. Bors stands upon the Democratic 
ground. He makes his appeal direct to 
the principle underlying the system of 
American government—the principle of 
local self-government.

THE BIG COMBINE GIVEN MOST OF THE 
OONTRACTS. 

Local School Book Men Disappointed Over 
the Awards—Bids Which Were Sub 
mitted Confidentially — The Oommis- 
sion’s Absurd Pretense That All the 
Books Sent in Were Examined, 


The report issued at a late hour last even- 
ing by the Missouri School Text Book Com- 
mission is rather a disappointment to very 
many who had looked for quite a different 
result. ' 

The Commission was the outcome of a bill 
passed at the last session of the Legislature 
entitled: An act to establish and main- 


tain a uniform course of text books 
to be used in all the pudlie 
schools within the State, and to reduce the 
price thereof. It called forthe appointment 
of four competent persons, chosen with spe- 
cial reference to their literary and business 
qualifications, who were to constitute the 
„Missouri School-book Commission. The 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
was to be ex-officio a member of the com- 
mission and President thereof. The Com- 
mission was authorized to adver- 
tise for the lowest and best 


bids from all reliable publishing houses in 
the United States, at which any such pub- 
lishing houses would furnish any one or more 
of their standard senool text- books for use in 
the public schools of this State for a period 
of five years. They were authorized in mak- 
ing their selection to look to what was cheap- 
est and best. 

It was thought that the bill would puta 
check on the American book combine, which 
had been operating extensively throughout 
the State, but from present indications the 
combine is largely on top. 

The following is the report of the commis- 
sion 
To the People of Missouri: 

We, the members of the Missouri School Text 
Book Commission, present to the people of the State 
of Missouri the following report, as showing re- 
sults of our Jabors upon the said commission: 

Pursuant to the requirements of the law creating 
the commission, we met on the 8th day of July 1891 
and proceeded to advertise for the lowest and bes 
bids from all reliable publishing houses in the United 
States at which any guch houses would furnish any

LOCAL OPINIONS OF THE SELECTIONS. 

Several prominent teachers spoken to this 
morning looked uppn the selection as very 
commonplace. Several of the text-books, 
notably Ray’s arithmetic and the Franklin 
series of readers ar¢ well nigh obsolete. The 
only text-book in thie whole list used in the 
St. Louis public schools is Barn’s ‘‘Brief 
History of the United states. 

The mannerin w 
formed its labors 
deal of criticism those who have a right 
to complain. In tiie first place its sessions 
were secret. This in itself wag suspicious, 
but the commiss explained the fact by 
saying the number of text - books sent in for 
inspection was so large that the privacy of a 
secret session was absolutely necessary in 
order that the work might be 
done well. 4 little figuring will 
show how well this work of thorough inspee- 
tion was done. There were over @0 books 
presented to the commission for examina- 
tion. Asthe commission was only in session 
ten days this would necessitate 
the five members examining sixty 
books a day between them, or three to each 
man. So much for the thorough inspection 
the committee promised to lavish on every 
book. 

Another remarkable fact about the work of 
the Commission is that so far none ot the 
bids have been published nor will they be, 
This proceeding, savoring so strongly of 
dark lantern methods, is explained as 
being done at the request Qf sey. 
eral publishing houses who would 
only present bids in confidence as a pub- 
lished statement of their prices might ruin 
their trade in other States. 

Several of the unsuccessful bidders 
allege that the American Book 
Combine won the victory by 
sharp practice. Within the past six months 
the publishing houses within the combine 
have been stacking the shelves of the Mis- 
souri text-book dealers with their 
books. Consequentiy when the ques- 
tion of exchanging with the 
book dealers was taken into consideration, 
these men were able to offer by far the most 
advantageousterms. The unsuccessful bid- 
ders maintain that they lost their advantage 
simply through this one item of exchange. 
They maintain that while the State may 
save considerable by it for the first two years 
will be the losers by it in the long run. 

MIXED BOOKS. 

One difficulty is bound to arise from the 
operation of the law during the 
present year. Scholars who have 
old text books will not be obliged 
to change them for new anes until Sept. 
1, 1892. While those who have none 
will be obliged to purchase the new books. 
In view ofthese facts teachers throughout 
the State are not anticipating a  pleas- 
ant time. The matter can not 
be satisfactorily straightened out until Sep- 
tember, 1892. After that time the combine 
has an actual monopoly ofthe public school 
text-books for the next five years. 
The value of the monopoly may be 
ascertained by considering that the number 
of school children in the State outside of the 
city of st. Louis and Jackson County is about 
705,000. As each child requires on an average 
about five books, representing an 
outlay of over $1 yearly, it 
can easily be seen that the privilege is worth 
to the combine nearly $1,000,00a year. The 
contracts were distributed in the fol- 
lowing manner: The American. Book 
Co., represented before the com- 
mission . E. Hassett, were 
awarded about 40 per cent of the contracts, 
all the reading charts, spellers, arithmetics, 
works on civil governmenD!, 
history adopted being published by this 
company. Taenbor Bros. of New York got 
the contract for supplying the readers; 
D. C. Heath 4 Co. of New York and Boston, 
the grammars; E. H. Butler 4 Co., New 
York, geographies; Leach, Shewell & Co., 
the primary and intermediate phystologies, 
and Geo. Sherwood £ Co. of Chicago the 
copy books. These firms are all members of 
the American Book Combine. 

The commission feel satisfied that their se- 
lection is the best that could be made and are 
confident that in the awarding of the con- 
tracts they have served the best interests 
of the people of the State.

Sad Tale of Three Sisters Who Came 
to St. Louis.

One of the Sad Cased Which So Fre 
quently Come to the Surface in a Big 


City—A Policeman’s Encounter With 
a Desperate Fellow~Gave Himself Up

Four months ago two well-dressed and 
handsome girls, about 19 and 2 years 
of age, respectively, called an Mrs. 
Harris and told her they had a younger sister 
wha was suffering with blood poisoning, and 
being unable to care for her properly with 
their scanty earnings, they wanted to place 
the ttle one in some hospital where 
she would be given proper nourishment 
and care. Tbe three sisters came from Alex- 
andria, Mo. The oldest was married about 
four years ago, but her husband was killed in 
a railroad accident two years after 
marriage and she returned home. A 
baby was born soon after. The mother 
of the children died in a short while and the 
father married again. The father died and 
the mother was soon the wife of another. 
Finding themselves urphans and almost 
strangers to their parents the 
girls came to Sst. Louis, where the 
two older sisters found employment as seam- 
stresses. The yonngest became sick and 
Mrs. Harris was called upon. She kindly 
took charge of Bessie, and sent her to 
the Children’s Hospital. The older 
sisters called there almost every 
day for a month, and suddenly 
their visits eeased. The little girl grew 
worse. Mrs. Harris was asked to find the 
sisters and tellthem tocall ifthey wished 
to see their little sister once more before she 
died. The matron made every effort to find 
the sisters but failed. Bessie died and 
the body was given decent burial. Mrs. Har- 
ris had gtven up all hope of finding the two 
sisters, and the case had almost passed from 
her memory when it was suddenly recalled 
last Saturday. 

Dr. Warren G. Priest, the big-hearted Dis- 
pensary physician, informed Mrs. Harris one 
day last week that he had a patient at the 
Dispensary who was deserving of assistance. 
Ayoung mother, too poor to call on a phy- 
sician for her sick child, and unable to care 
for itas she should, on account of her dally 
labors down town, was almost a dally visitor 
at the Dispensary. Mrs. Harris requested Dr. 
Priest to send the mother and child to her. 
When the woman called the matron did not 
recognize inthe thin, careworn woman in 
coarse, but neatly kept clothes, the older 
sister who had given Bessie into 
her charge five months ago, but the mother 
soon made herself known. She then told how 
she disappeared when she was being searched 
and advertised for in the daily papers. She 
became sick and went to the Female Hos- 
pital, where she was confined two months. 
Her sister found a good position with a kind 
family in the country. Not until a month or 
more after the little girl’s death did they 
hear of it, and then only when the second 
oldest sister came in from the country and 
called at the hospital. After hearing her 
story, Mrs. Harris sent the mother and her 
child to the O'Fallon Park Sanitarium, 
where the young one will receive the 
best ofcare and medical attention and be 
with its motherall the while. Throughout 
their troubles and poverty the girls have 
been thoroughly respectable, and for this 
reason particularly Mrs. Harris has interest- 
ed herself in their behalf.

Verdict of the Jury in the Alleged Poison- 
ing Case. 

FREDERICKTOWN, Mo., Aug. 24.—The. great 
sensation of Madison County, thetrial of Mrs. 
Robert Gray onthe charge of poisoning her 
husband, has reached the end, and the 
verdict of the jury is not guilty.’’ 
The Grays lived on a farm four miles from 
town. Last July Robert wastaken sick and 
on the 3ist day ofthat month he died in 
spasms. It was rumored at the time that he 
had a contagious disease and in accordance 
with the wish of the neighbors he 
was buried on the afternoon of 
the day following his death. 
Shortly after the funeral suspicion was 
aroused that foul play had been used. There 
were stories of threats which it was said the 
wife had made against her husband; 
of purchases of arsenic at 
store in Fredericktown, 
undue imtimacy between Mrs. 
and a young man in the neighborhood, which 
was put forward as a motive for murder. 
The coroner was finally induced to take 
Gray’s body from the graveand the stomach 
was sent to St. Louis and its contents ana- 
lyzed by physicians. They found arsenic in it, 
and the theory was at once advanced that 
Robert Gray had died by his wife’s hand. 

Mrs. 4 was arrested on Aug. 12 and con- 
fined in the city jall. The trial began on 
Tuesday of last week. Many witnesses were 
examined, but the prosecution failed to show 
that his wife had administered the poison 
and in fact did not show that Gray had die 
from poison, and late Saturday night Mrs. 
Gray was acquitted by the jury.
